Where Is Southern 


1KWERYONE AGREES that 


. 
Southern California, with its 


mountains, its deserts, Its , 
b.e a ch e s and its climate is a 
wonderland — yet, ask any 10 
residents to name the boundaries 
of the area in which they live, 
and you'll^get 10 different an- 
swers. 


The main difficulty encoun- 


tered in defining Southern Cali- 
fornia is the fact that different 
groups and organizations who 
have provided any k i n d of 
boundaries at all, have done so 
for diverse reasons. 


An important definition of .the • 


Southern California region 
comes from the California State- 
Chamber of Commerce. This 
organization, for purposes of re- 
porting economic data, divides 
the entire state into six geo- 
graphic areas. Of these, South-' 
ern California, the sixth and 
southernmost region, is COHK 
posed of 10 counties: Santa Bar- 
bara, Ventura, Los Angeles, Or- 
ange, Mono, Inyo, San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside, San Diego and 
Imperial (see map). 


Another method used to define 


the region is to draw a straight 
line through the state at the 
San Luis Obispo, Kern and San 
Bernardino Counties lines. 


Los Angeles County Chamber" 


of Commerce, in reporting on 
Southern California agriculture, 
defines Southern California by 
drawing the straight line, as ex- 
plained, and adds Kings County 
and Tulare County^ 


The State Chamber of Com- 


merce opposes this definition and 
includes Kings and Tulare Coun- 
ties, along with Kern, in the San 
Joaquin region. 


THE 2STATURAL BARRIERS 


of the state are so situated that 


' by using them as boundaries, 


the state can be separated into 
very distinct regions. Using this 
same method, the regions can 
be divided into sub-regions. . . 


The 10 counties of Southern 


California are separated into 
three main sulwregions: The 
coastal plain, the desert, and 
the mountains. 


Of the three, the coastal plain

Valley. It is Los Angeles with 
its 450 square miles of metro- 
politan district, the o r a n g e 
groves, the grape vineyards, the 
Pacific Ocean, the beaches, of 
the coastal plain. 


This coastal plain includes 


that portion of Santa Barbara 
County south of-the Tehachapis, 
all of Ventura, Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties, and those por- 
tions of San Bernardino, River- 
side and San Diego C o u n t i e s 
west of the m o u n t a i n s (see 
map). 


It has a length of 275 miles 


and a depth that varies from a 
few miles to almost 100 miles.

This coastal plain stretches 


from Santa Barbara to San 
Diego and from the mountains 
to the Pacific. On the north is 
the transverse range of the Te- 
hachapi Mountains, which run 
roughly in an cast-west direc- 
tion, connecting the Sierra Ne- 
vada with the Coastal Range. 


GEOGRAPHICALLY removed 


from the northern part of the 
state by «ie Tcbachapis, rescued 
from the desert by the high bar- 
rier of the San Bernardino and 
the San Jarinto -Mountains on 
the east — this coastal strip, to 
the people who live in its cities, 
is Southern California. 


To them, Southern California 


Isn't the Mojave Desert, or 
Owens Valley, or the imperial 


The total land area Is 11,729 
square miles, an area almost as 
large as Maryland and Dela- 
ware combined. 


The difficulty that now pre- 


sents itself is a strange one: A 
region is dominated by a sub- 
region. 


It is a fact that the coastal 


plain of Southern California has 
most of the population of the 10 
counties, and a good half of the 
population of the state. Los An- 
geles alone has nearly 4,000,000 
people. 


THE COASTAL PLAIN is 


made up of a network of cities 
and towns stretching from San- 
ta Barbara to San DicgVfrom 
Santa Monica to San Bernar- 
dino. It is the very heart of 
Southern California, and the 
area is as distinct, as unlike 


any other part of the state as 
if it were another country. For 
this reason some name suould 
be coined for this sub-region to 
s e p a r a t e it from the rest of 
Southern California, as sharply 
as it is separated by geography 
and climate. A name used by 
many is "Southland." 


The name "Southland" would 


c r e a t e a necessary distinction 
between a region and a sub- 
region. 


Since the geographical bar- 


riers separating the sub-regions 
of Southern California are so 
pronounced, it is only natural 
that the climate should be just 
as pronounced. 


The coastal plain is a semi- 


arid land, ringed by high moun- 
tains. These mountains sepa- 
rate the coastal plain from the 
desert, and keep out the dust 
and heat. And because the land 
is near desert, the sun shines 
most of the year. 


It is a combination of moun- 


tains,, near desert and ocean 
breezes that make the rJiisste. 


IX THIS CLIMATE, the soils 


of the Southland, while poor, 
would grow almost anything if 
irrigated. 


There is the story that a man 


in Orange County was standing 
on a squash, chopiing a hole in 
it, when he dropped his ax in- 
side the squash. 


When he lowered a ladder and 


climbed down into the squash to 
retrieve the ex, he unexpectedly 
met another man, who asked, 
-'Hey, what brings you down 
here?" 
^ 


*Tm trying to find my ax/' 


the man answered. 


•"Heck! You might as well for- 


get it. I lost a nay wagon and 


four mules down here a week 
ago, and haven't found 'em 
yet!" 


Another story has to do with 


the phenomenal growth of corn. 
The corg., would grow so fast 
that it would jump into the air, 
and pull its roots up with-it, 
and then usually would die. 


Fields of corn were reported, 


though, that lived for quite a 
spell, even with their roots out 
of jthe ground, on the climate 
alone. 


Walled off from the rest of 


_the country,T>y,jnpuntain"xanges" 
and desert wastes, the cSouth- 
land, at Helen Hunt - Jackson, 
author of "Ramona," once, said, 
"is a sort of island on the land." 


- This island,on the land is de- 
fined as a sub-region of tha 
Southern California region. 


And the "island on the" land" 


is a coastal strip of land, a "land 
of. the sundown sea," a sub-re- 
gion geographically remote from 
the rest of the country, a land 
we call-the Southland — Jewel 
by the sea.

Torrential cloudbursts sent three 


feet of water rushing over Rob- 
stown and inundated 40 or 50 
blocks of San Benito Saturday in 
south Texas, where rampaging 
creeks and 20-inches of'rain have 
flooded at least 11 towns.

"Visiting Nurse Service is for 


everyone in the community- The 
nurse responds to every call but 
gives skilled nursing care only 
if a regularly licensed physician 
is in charge. The nurse carries 
her own equipment but does not. 
supply medicines or dressings. 


"GENERAL, NURSING care 


can be given on the verbal order - 
of the physician, but a written, 
signed order by the physician is 
required for hypodermic therapy 
and complicated dressings." 


Three-fourths of the patients 


cared for by the visiting nurses 
are elderly, says Miss Crossley. 
About 10 per cent are young 
mothers and babies. The nurses 
work" in close co-operation with 
the Veterans Bureau, American 
Cancer Society and Tuberculo- 
sis Association. 


Among the patients being 


cared .for now are two elderly 
sisters "who live together. One 
sister is blind, the other has 
Just lost a foot Another is a 
young -war veteran, an arthritis 
victim who spends days and 
nights on Ms back on a reclin- 
ing wheel chair.

Erosion 


SOME THINGS are hard to understand. 


For instance: 
Since 1945 the United States government has given or 


loaned foreign nations something like $50 billion to help 
them fight the erosion of communism. 


Yet, Congress has failed to act on a request for $350,- 


000 to combat the disastrous erosion of the Seal Beach- 
Sunset Beach area by ocean waves, even though engineer- 
Ing studies show that the federal government is responsi- 
ble for this erosion. 


We're not being facetious. There's a sad contradiction in 


such a situation. We hope this contradiction is impressed 
on the civil functions subcommittee of the House appro- 
Rations committee when it comes out to look at the 
erosfen problem next month. 


* 
Rep. James B. Urt of the 28th Congressional District 


has described the Seal Beach-Sunset Beach.erosion-prob- 
lem as the "worst in "the nation." 


Structures that were resting on beach foundations sev- 


eral weeks ago have been undermined and are now stand- 
ing on stilts. That's in the Surfsi'de-Sunset Beach area, 
where the pounding waves are a constant menace. Seal 
Beach has managed to protect ocean-front homes.tem- 
porarily by erecting "dikes. But these dikes have been 
packed down and are insufficient to restrain really heavy- 
seas—which means that Seal Beach faces trouble this win- 
ter unless relief action is taken. Seal Beach and county of- 
ficials have asked for funds to pump sand onto a critical 
strip of beach as an emergency measure. So far, no federal 
action.

True, Army Engineers have made recommendations 


for remedial'work such as extension of the federal break- 
water to form a protective barrier to the buffeted areas. 
However, this is a long-range plan. 


Protective measure should be taken immediately. 
Our neighbors to the east have a right to expect prompt 


action from the federal government. Unless- the visiting 
committee is unwilling to believe its own eyes, it surely will 
do everything possible to dig up some domestic aid for a 
home front erosion problem.

JOHN S. KNIGHT 
Death of an Editor 


I FIRST MET BING back in the late 20's when the American 


Society of Newspaper Editors held its annual meetings at the 


Willard Hotel in Washington.

In those days,' the A. S. N. E., which had been founded in 1922, 


was a small organization numerically but was beginning to make its 
influence felt, in newspaper circles as a lusty, potent forum for 
discussion of journalistic practices. 


Even then, Malcolm W. Bingay was rated by 


members of his craft as one of the best news- 
papermen in the country.

Bing had started in the newspaper game as an 


office boy, was a sports editor • before he was 20 
and won his laurels the hard way on Detroit news- 
papers as city editor, managing editor, editorial 
director and Pulitzer honor winner. 


When Bing was stricken at his desk at the De- 


troit Free Press a week ago, the end came'quickly 
and mercifully, terminating more than 50 years in 
the profession which he dearly loved and had 
served so well.

an expert in the field of typography. Ho had 'little patience with 
alibis and stupidity. In his young journalistic days, he drove'others 
at the same tremendous pace he set for himself. 


In some ways, Blnjr was a. curious contradiction. While he pre- 


ferred the reasoned judgments of Journalists such as Arthur Krock 
and Walter Llppmann, his own editorial weapon, to quote the De- 
troit Times, was the broadaxc, not the rapier. 
. Behind his sometimes blustery exterior was a warm,, emotional 
and sympathetic nature. .Bing often pretended to take-a cynical 
view of men and events but those who understood him best knew 
the "Old Coot" was mighty soft inside.

In. Long Beach, attendance at 


the two public courses in Rec- 
reation Park went up approxi- 
mately 15 per cent in fiscal year 
1952-53 as compared with 1951- 
52, and that jammed the muni-'' 
cipal courses to capacity. 
Last year, there were 202,113 


rounds of golf played there, an 
.all-time record. That was 25,883 
over the previous year. The 
nine-hole course accounted for 
10,000 of 'the increase and the 
IS-hole course for 15,000. - 
Privately "-owned' courses in 


this area—some of them oper- 
ated as. public courses and 
others on a membership basis 
—likewise are getting a bigger 


" play than wer. It may be Ike, 


or it may be something else, but 
the evidence shows golf is rising 
in popularity in these parts. In 
creased population, of course, is 
a factor.FULL HOUSE 


The pressure is on, naturally, 


for development of more mu- 
{ 
nicipal courses, which makes golf 
a. matter of general public in- 
terest here. The Recreation Park 
courses are under heavy play 
most of the time. In the. first 
12 days of this month, the av- 
erage at the IS-hole course was 
374 players each -day. These 
courses cannot handle more traf- 
fic than they're getting now. 


From the taxpayer's stand- 


point, municipal golf is attrac- 
tive public recreation because it 
virtually pays for itself after the 
original investment is made. 


• Long Beach taxpayers pay noth- 


ing' toward maintenance of the 
Recreation Park courses. 


.Last year, the income from 


those courses was $160,792.55, 
while the .expense was $124,- 
081.86. The latter figure does 
not include the cost of water, 
which is furnished by the City 
Water Dept. If the water were, 
paid for, it would have cost 
about 
$17,000, • so . the 
golf 


courses did much better than 
break even with water cost fig- 
ured in. (Capital improvements 
and depreciation, of course, fully 
justify the present greens fees.4 
" Crowded courses drive many 
would-be golfers away. There Is 
every reason to believe addi- 
tional courses would attract 
heavy play to offset mainte- 
nance costs as do the Recreation 
courses! 


City Hall tells us, however, 


that the prospedris not favor- 
able for early construction of 
additional city courses. An 18- ' 
hole 
course 
is 
tentatively 


planned in city-owne'd area near 
the airport, but ,:there is no 
money in-prospect for this cap- 
ital investment in the coming 
year or two. Two 18-hole C9urses 
could be nicely developed in the 
area east of San Gabriel River 
which is on the park purchase 
program authorized for financ- 
ing by tidelands oil money, now 
tied up in a court case. 


If and when tidelands oil 


money is released, golf course 
development should certainly get 
on the first new list of projects 
financed in that way. Here. is 
recreation that pays its way and 
has broad regional 'benefits.

'•C'VERY year hot winds cause 
•*^.a tremendous amount of 
plant damage throughout South- 
ern California. Heat alone is 
bad enough but when accompa- 
nied by a blast of wind, then 
your ornamentals are sure to 
suffer. 
Nor. .will water alone 


solve the problem. One, solu- 
tion is to emphasize those sub- 
jects capable of tolerating hot 
winds. 


One of our most aggressive 


growing sun lovers is plumbago 
capenesis. Jt is also one of the 
real camels of the plant world, 
'thriving for a lengthy period 
with very little moisture. This 
is the blue cape plumbago that 
is extensively used throughout 
the Southland as a, semi-climb- 
ing shrub. The growth is a bit 
wild but careful pruning should 
keep the plant in good appear- 
ance; The flowers are azure 
blue and look very much like the 
phlox. As the florets mature 
they turn from blue to a whit- 
ish hue. The plumbago grows to 
aoout six feet. 


Gerberas, being natives of 


South Africa, are very much at 
h o m e in Southern California. 
They can take hot winds in 
stride. This is another sun lovr 
er and is frequently referred to 
as the African daisy but per- 
haps more correctly as the 
Transvaal daisy. 
The flowers 


are splendid for indoor decora- 
tion, lasting for days after be- 
ing cut. Colors range through 
shades1 of pink, scarlet, crim- 
son, yellow and orange. 


Japanese privet, known bo- 


tanically as ligustrum lucidum, 
has an aggressive growing habit 
and amazingly enough, will .do. 
well even in the desert. So 
don't worry about its health 
during the hot, windy periods. 
The plant is widely used as a 
hedge, Its growth being com- 
pact and dense 


THE TECATE CYPRESS, 


similar to the Monterey cypress 
-but far better for most land- 
scape uses, grows rapidly and 
enjoys great popularity as a 
windbreak. It likes an open ex- 
posure and demands practically 
no attention. The plant Is more 
resistant to fungus and .borers 
than related .varieties and in 
many localities seems to grow 
better. The plants attain a 
height of from 15 to 20 feet at 
maturity. The foliage is silvery

terey Oil Co. last year. Last Jan- 
uary, the City of Seal Beach 
charged that the oil company had 
not obtained a city building per- 
mit and managed to halt the 
work. 


The company went before Su- 


perior Judge Kenneth E, Morrison 
and asked for a writ to prevent 
the city from interfering. Judge 
Morrison denied the writ and the 
oil company appealed to the dis- 
trict court.

ley Mussell did not 
indicate 


whether a chartered city might be 
in a different position or whether 
city ordinances are valid in areas 
not under exclusive state jurisdic- 
tion. .

Bob Eronzan keynotcd 
the transition in the 1946 season 
with a 6-2-0 record, and Eddie 
Wagner followed with a 19-10-3 
record, moving the all-time rec- 
'ords ever closer to the .500 mark. 


The arrival of Buck Andreasen, 


replacing Eddie Wagner, did not 
hint of pleasant things to come, 
for in his first year he was 4-5-1 
at the Viking helm.

noted in blue ink—a radical de- 
parture trom the red ink used 
In so many other seasons—was 
the .500 balance with 81 wins, 
81 Josses and 2S tie*. 
Since then, statistician Drury, 


of facile- pen and probing mind, 
has enjoyed posting Viking foot- 
ball records into history—with 
blue ink. The postwar resurgence 
has made the task a happy one. 
For instance, the Viking record 
.through 1942 was 45-64-19 or a 
.426 average. Since 1945, the rec- 
ord has been 50-26-6. or .646.

Best Records 
Set With Few 
New Coaches 


NEW YORK—(St. If you're-ever 


tempted to join a "fire the coach' 
movement at the old alma mater 
remember this: 


It's the teams .which have had 


the fewest coaches which general- 
ly have the best records. 


A dozen major college football 


schools have had two or three 
coaches in the past 25 years—well | 
under the average of five. Six of 
these colleges have won over 60 
per cent of their games while none 
have fallen below .500 in competi- 
tion. 
' Thirteen schools have had eight 
or nine coaches since 1928—well 
above average. Only three have 
won as many as 60 per cent of 
:heir games while five wound up 
on the short end in the win 
column. 


If you think that the time-hon- 


ored system of replacing a coach 
will pay dividends in the im- 
mediate future look again. An As- 
sociated Press survey covering the 
past quarter century of the grid- 
iron (1928 through 1952) indicates 
that of 438 changes' made by 
major colleges, 198 have resulted 
in a decline in the school's record 
for the ,iew coach's first year. 
Only 182 have resulted in an im- 
provement over the previous sea- 
son while 58 cases showed no 
alteration.

"honor" their commitments and 
thus causing "severe hardship and 
actual losses" to builders. The 
builder* also charged that some 
lenders are determined to "extract 
every ounce of net yield that the 
distressed condition in the (hous- 
ing) market will permit." 


The NAHB' indicated its belief 


that, unless the now critical mort- 
gage shortage improves in the 
next few months, Congress may 
step in and authorize a broader 
direct lending program by the fed- 
eral government. 


The NAHB thus gave notice of 


the growing split between builders 
and mortKage bankers. Earlier 
this year the builders reluctantly 
supported the'mortgage bankers' 
demands that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration increase i n t e r e s t 
rates on FHA and VA-insured 
mortgages and permit discounting 
on these loans.

Unbid Suits 


It is usually wise for the de- 


fenders to hammer away at' the 
unbid suits. This puts it up to 
declarer to lead his bid suits by 
himself, giving the defenders 
their best chance to win tricks 
in those bid suits. 
The most common exception 


to this rule occurs when a player 
leads a short suit, hoping to get 
a ruff, before his trumps can be 
drawn. Far less common, be- 
cause seldom recognized, is the 
situation in which the partner 
has to lead the bid suit in order 
to obtain the ruff for the part- 
nership. Before we get tangled 
up with partners and suits, let s 
study the situation ,in an . ex- 
ample. 
• West began by taking two 
rounds of hearts and then looked 
around for new worlds to con- 
quer.

How to Care for Jewelry 


Good jewelry can be damaged 


by careless packing and treat- 
ment during the carefree vaca- 
tion season. Here arc some tips 
on its care, compiled by the 
Jewelry Academy: 


Diamonds: N e v e r jumble 


loosely together in a jewelry 
box, as diamonds, the hardest 
substance in nature, can scratch 
each other. After a summer of 
storing, bring them to life again 
by washing them with warm 
soapy water, dipping in alcohol, 
draining on tissue paper. 


Emeralds: A precious stone 


that breaks easily, needs special 
care in handling and storing. 
Should not bo tossed loose in 


jewel case with other stones. 


Turquoise: Breaks easily, 


should never be allowed to come 
in contact with soap or grease, 
which discolors the stones. 


Pearls: Need special care. 


May be damaged by heat, per- 
spiration or grease. Should be 
kept in separate jewel case, re- 
strung every three months with 
knots between each pearl. 
All jewelry: Should be 
checked at least .once a year 
by your jeweler, to test for 
loose stones, bent catches, minor 
repairs. Though your jewelry is 
insured, to.day's replacement 
value is so high that what you 
.recover probably wouldn't cover 
its present value.

URING the years, Lucky actually has devek 
oped a 20-word vocabulary. Scientists say he 
has a speech center in his brain as good as a 


one-year-old child's. Already they are clamoring 
for a chance to study his brain when he dies. 


Mrs. Davis doesn't try to teach Lucky any words. 


But she does try to get.him to repeat the words she 
says he learns himself. Examples: 
^ "/ want some"—when he's lost his ball under the 
couch or is begging for food. ( He can't pronounce 
"s", so it sounds like: "I want'ome.") . . 
^ "/ won't"—when he is displeased. 
^ "/ tv»7r-when he likes something. 
^ "/ want my mama." The first time Lucky said 
this was when Mrs. Davis picked up a friend's 
baby to admire him. 
^ "Oh dear, oh dear"—when he's distressed at be- 
ing locked in the cellar or left behind at home. 


Lucky's ability to talk may come from his tongue 


which is different from that of other dogs. It curls 
oddly at the end.

ALKING SEEMS to be quite a strain for Lucky. 
He breathes heavily, using his diaphragm like 
a trained singer. Before the words come out he 


groans and grunts and sobs. 


His speaking voice, which has been recorded by

like a mama doll's. 


Otherwise, he has a low growl and bark.

"Specs" Toporcer started to go blind. 


It cut short, at 52, a diamond career that sky- 


rocketed from New York City sandlots to the St. 
Louis Cardinals and included the Boston Red Sox, 
the Chicago White Sox and a place in the International 
League's Hall of Fame. 


Fans wondered "How did Specs take it?" 'What's 


left in life for a baseball pro when'he loses his sight?" 
"Did Specs' personal tragedy crush him?" 


Here, in one of baseball's warmest and mosf human 


sforfes, is how Specs won his toughest game. _

Drop into the happy-go-lucky, trophy-strewn home 


any evening after the papers arrive and you'll think 
you're in a baseball fan's heaven. 


There sits Mrs. Toporcer with her newspaper — 


rt'aJing the box scores out loutl! 


Sitting relaxed, listening to her, is a lanky, athletic- 


looking man in a white shirt and sport slacks. It's hard 
to rcalize-except when he fails to notice you-that 


he's blind. It's Specs. 


Romping in and out, already baseball-wise, are 


his granddaughters, Cheryl and Diane Lettau. His 
daughter, Ruth, and her husband, Ed Lettau, are 
usually somewhere close by.

You gel the idea that blindness doesn't matter. 
Most people never knew it, but Specs battled his 


bad eyes almost before he knew a baseball from a 
balloon. He started playing in vacant lots on New 
York's East Side when he was six. By the time he was 
12, he was going to eye clinics and wearing glasses as 
thick as the bottoms of milk bottles. When he gradu- 
ated from P.S. 158 with a kid named Jimmy Cagney 
{who later grew up to be a movie star), he was already 
known as "Four Eyes."

He Almost Didn't Play

To be sure of getting to play, he organized a kids' 


neighborhood team called the "Winsteads." 


"We were all poor kids," he says. "We ran raffles 


to help buy uniforms and bats." His mother saved 
up premium soap wrappers for a year to get him a 
glove, and he saved his money for months until he 
got 35(i to buy some second-hand spikes for his shoes. 
"I remember," he said, "that I sneaked down to 
a vacant field and looked around to be sure nobody 
was looking. / put on the spikes and ran around for 
an hour, just out of sheer joy!" 


greatest battle of his life 


By the time he was 15, he was batting .500 and 


drawing the attention of semi-pro scouts. 


Most bigtime players reach the major leagues via 


the minors. Specs jumped to the Cardinals directly 
from semi-pro ranks. 


But his heavy glasses almost kept him out of the 


Cardinal line-up. Fans had never seen a major league 
infielder in glasses. Specs trained with the Cards in 
the Spring of 1921, was sent to the Syracuse Chiefs 
for three weeks and hustled back to the Cards again 
after hitting .338. He stayed for a total of 7SA years,

leading the National League in pinch-hitting in 1926 
with a .409 average. 


His bad eyes caught up with him when he was least 


prepared. In 1945, his 16-year-old son, Bob, died. 
Specs was heartbroken. 


Two'years later, when,he was farm director for { 


the Boston Red Sox, he started going blind in lh« 
left eye. "The doc said 1 had a 'detachment'—a tearing 
of the retina from the eyeball," he says. "I spent 
from January to March 1948 in a hospital having 
two operations. They didn't work." He came out of 
it half blind. 


Over 3 years later, he had a similar "detachment"— 


in his right eye. He had perfect vision in that eye when 
he became manager of Buffalo in 1951—and boomed 
them from the basement of the International League 
to second place. 


"Then came that night in Ottawa," he says. "It 


seemed like the end of the world. My eye had both- 
ered me a few days." During the game he realized he 
couldn't'follow the hall! Now, his right eye was going. 


He was flown to a doctor in Buffalo, and then to 


a hospital in New York. The Bisons finished the season 
without him. Around Thanksgiving, in football 
weather, he came home in the dark. 


"I'll admit I felt whipped," he says. "I kept wonder- 


ing how Mabel and I could finish paying for the 
house. What could I do for a living? How could 1 
tell her that now she had a blind man for a husband?"

I knew almost all the players before I lost 
my sight." Before games! Mabel takes him down to 
the dugout to shake hands and talk baseball. 


To keep him exercising, his sister, Betty, helped 


him to play golf again (by guiding him, handing 
him a ball and a club and describing the shot needed). 
On greens, they rattled the flag in the cup so he 
could judge its position by sound. Today, with a good 
caddy, he can play in the low lOO's-100 on a familiar 
course. 


What about the house mortgage? Last summer, old 


baseball friends like Tom Yawkey, Gabe Paul, 
Walter Briggs, Marvin Jacobs and Joe McCarthy 
organized benefit games for him at Buffalo and 
Rochester.

For years, medical science has 


used virus vaccines to provide 
immunity from smallpox, rabies, 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
and other diseases. 
^ But today, doctors are hot on 
the trail of new ways to use the 
virus-to lick still other fatal dis- 
eases. 


Perhaps the most dramatic vi- 


rus experiments take place in 
cancer hospitals and clinics be- 
hind closed doors like the one at 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute for 
Cancer Research in New York 
(see. picture).

"taking" is one of many problems 
doctors have found in using the 
virus to combat cancer.

mune to it in any future treat- 
ment.

periment were given the virus 
only because no other treatment 
would help them.

In polio, other dramatic studies 


hold out hope that a virus vaccine 
may be developed - in a year or 
two - that will provide immunity 
from the disease. 


Already, experiments are being 


conducted with people to see if 
an experimental vaccine works. 
\ One doctor, on the University of 
Pittsburgh medical school staff, 
has said: "Progress (with the vac- 
cine) has been more rapid than 
we had any right to expect." 


After a long series ol tests with 


animals, the experimental vac- 
cine has been given to more than 
100 children and grown-ups. The 
vaccine is thought to have given 
the people resistance to polio for 
several months. 


He's Tricky

HE PITTSBURGH doctor caii- 
tioned that a workable polio 
vaccine will come faster, "if 


we move cautiously." 


"Accomplishment of our pur- 


pose cannot be achieved in a day," 
he said. 


The influenza story is different 


from cancer or polio.

HESE STRANGE VISIONS are being 
studied by some leading high- 
way scientists. 


The scientists are beginning to 


conclude that such hallucinations 
may explain a lot of highway acci- 
dents that have been mysteries up 
to now. 


One of these scientists is Alfred 


Moseley, of the Harvard Univ. 
School of Public Health. A psychol- 
ogist, Moseley is an authority on 
the unexpected mental quirks that 
drivers have — quirks that experts 
now believe may lead to fatal 
smash-ups. 


'Moseley, reporting to the Amer- 


ican Psychological 
Association's 


meeting in Cleveland this week, 
calls these imaginary road blocks 


"hypnogogic hallucinations." 


That's a big term. 
It means: hallucinations which 


occur in the moment between 
sleeping and waking — as though 
you actually saw a dream through 
still-open eyes. 


Here's how drivers, questioned by 


Moseley during his research, told 
what they'd seen: 
^ "Just before sunrise," said one 
driver, "when the sky is just begin- 
ning to get light and I'm having a 
hard time keeping awake, some- 
times I see the whole area of the 
windshield suddenly covered with 
red lines that look like millions and 
millions of red spiders with big, 
long legs. Then they all disappear. 
I've seen those spiders over and 
over again." 
I Another driver said: "I was tool- 
ing down a long, straight road in 
the Southwest desert late at night. 
I was sleepy, and to rest my eyes I 
closed them (a dangerous thing to 
do) and started counting '1, 2, 3, 
4,5.' 


"When I had counted to 41 sud- 


denly saw a big house right in the 
middle of the road. I turned sharp- 
ly to avoid hitting it-and woke up 
in a gully." 
^ Said a third driver: "The other 
night I was driving up from San 
Antonio and I was very tired. I 
hadn't had enough sleep during 
the day and I was fighting to keep 
awake. All of a sudden I saw, right

The Bridge Case

NE PUZZLED DRIVER reported: 
"I've seen some peculiar 
things on the road at night. • 


I once saw a bridge ahead - but it 
was turned across the road and 
there was no way you could possi- 
bly drive onto It. 


"I stopped to figure out'how to 


get on the bridge, then got out to 
look. There was no bridge. The cool 
night air sort of revived me and I 
realized that I'd been going to 
sleep at the wheel." 


Driver after driver told Moseley 


of similar hallucinations. One, who 
had been worried about hitting 
stray cattle on a western road, saw 
a calf-and wrecked his car trying 
not to hit it. (But there was no 
calf.) 


What causes such hallucina- 


tions? They come, says Moseley, 
from fatigue, strain or .worry. A 
man who said he was worried about 
union troubles saw Imaginary logs 


blocking the road. 


So many drivers have reported 


such hallucinations that experts 
think they can happen to anyone 
who is over-tired. 


What to Look For 


H 


EBE ARE the warning signs: 
| -You may fail to recognize 
familiar surroundings. You 


may find yourself wondering for a 
moment: "On what road am I, and 
where?" This happens to many 
drivers. It's a sure sign of exhaus- 
tion. 
2-Be on your guard if you feel you 
have seen a certain place before, 


yet are sure you have never been 
there. 
3-You may face trouble if signs or 
signals fail to register as they 
should. You may see a red light, 
for instance, and fall to realize as 
quickly as you should that It means 
"stop!" Psychologically, this means 
your insight has lapsed. 


When you find such things hap- 


pening, look out! If your eyes or* 
thoughts begin to deceive you .In 
the slightest way, Moseley says, you 
should: 
^ "Get off the highway and get 
some sleep. Because if you-don't, 
you're heading right for the ditch 
-or worse!"

Where Is Southern California? 


WyVERYONE AGREES that 


Southern California, with its 


m o u r i l a i n s , its deserts, its 
b e a c l i o s and its climate is a 
wonderland — yet, ask any 10.' 
residents to name the boundaries 
of the area in which they live, 
and you'll get 10 different an- 
swers. 


The main difficulty encoun- 


tered in defining Southern Cali- 
fornia is the fact that different 
groups and organi?ations who 
have p r o v i d e d any k i n d of 
boundaries at all, have done so 
for diverse reasons. 


An important definition of the 


Southern C a l i f o r n i a region 
comes from the California State 
Chamber of Commerce. 
This 


organization, for purposes of re- 
porting economic data, divides 
the entire state into six geo- 
graphic areas. Of these, South- 
ern California, the s i x t h and 
southernmost r e g i o n , is com- 
posed of 10 counties: Santa Bar- 
bara, Ventura, Los Angeles, Or- 
ange, Mono, Inyo, San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside, San Diego and 
Imperial (sr-e map). 


Another method used to define 


the region is to draw a straight 
line through the state at the 


• San Luis Obispo, Kern and San 
Bernardino Counties lines. 


Los Angeles County Chamber 


of Commerce, in reporting on 
Southern California agriculture, 
defines Southern California by 
drawing the straight line, as ex- 
plained, and adds Kings County 
and Tulare County. 


The State Chamber of Com- 


merce opposes this definition and 
includes Kings and Tulare Coun- 
ties, along with Kern, in the San 
Joaquin region. 


THE NATURAL BARRIERS 


of the state arc so situated that 
by using them as boundaries, 
the state can be separated into 
very distinct regions. Using this 
same method, the regions can 
be divided into sub-regions. 


The 10 counties of Southern 


California are separated into 
t h r e e main sub-regions: The 
coastal plain, the desert, and 
the mountains. 


Of the three, the coastal plain

Valley. It is Los Angeles with 
its 450 square miles of metro- 
politan district, the o r a n g e 
groves, tile grape vineyards, the 
Pacific Ocean, the beaches, of 
the coastal plain. 


This c o a s t a l plain includes 


that portion of Santa Barbara 
County south of the Tehachapis, 
all of Venture, Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties, and those por- 
tions of San Bernardino, River- 
side and San Diego C o u n t i e s 
west of the m o u n t a i n s (see 
map). 


It has a length of 275 miles 


and a depth that varies from a 
few miles to almost 100 miles.

This coastal plain stretches 


from Santa B a r b a r a to San 
Diego and from the mountains 
to the Pacific. On the north is 
the transverse range of the Te- 
hachapi Mountains, which run 
roughly in an east-west direc- 
tion, connecting the Sierra Ne- 
vada with the Coastal Range. 


GEOGRAPHICALLY removed 


from the northern part of the 
state by the Tehachapis, rescued 
from the desert by the high bar- 
rier of the San Bernardino and 
the San Jacinto Mountains on 
the east — this coastal strip, to 
the people who live in its cities, 
Is Southern California. 


To them, Southern California 


Isn't the M o j a v e D c s e r t, or 
Owens Valley, or the Imperial 


The total land area is 11,720 
square miles, an area almost as 
l a r g e as Maryland and Dela- 
ware combined, 


The difficulty that now pre- 


sents itself is a strange one: A 
region is dominated by a sub- 
region. 


It is a fact that the coastal 


plain of Southern California has 
most of the population of the 10 
counties, and a good half of the 
population of the state. Los An- 
geles alone has nearly 4,000,000 
people. 


THE COASTAL P L A I N is 


made up of a network of cities 
and towns stretching from San- 
ta Barbara to San Diego, from 
Santa Monica to San Bernar- 
dino. It is the very heart of 
S o u t h e r n California, and the 
area is as distinct, as unlike 


any other part of the state as 
if it were -another country. For 
this reason some name should 
be coined for this sub-region to 
s e p a r a t e it from the rest of 
Southern California, as sharply 
as it is separated by geography 
and climate. A name used by 
many is "Southland." 


The name "Southland" would 


c r e a t e a necessary distinction 
between a r e g i o n and a sub- 
region. 


Since the geographical bar- 


riers separating the sub-regions 
of Southern California are so 
pronounced, it is only natural 
that the climate should be just 
as pronounced. 


The coastal plain is a semi- 


arid land, ringed by high moun- 
tains. 
These mountains sepa- 


rate the coastal plain from the 
desert, and keep out the dust 
and heat. And-because the land 
is near desert, the sun shines 
most of the year. 


It is a combination of moun- 


tains, near d e s e r t and ocean 
breezes that make the climate. 


IN* THIS CLIMATE, the soils 


of the Southland, w h i l e poor, 
would grow almost anything if 
irrigated. 


There is the story Ihnt a man 


in Orange County was standing 
on a squash, chopping a hole in 
it, when he dropped his ax in- 
side the squash. 


When he lowered a ladder and 


climbed down into the squash to 
retrieve the ax, he unexpectedly 
met another man, who asked, 
"Hey, what b r i n g s you down 
here?" 


"I'm trying to find my ax," 


the man answered. 


"Heck! You might as well for- 


get it. I lost a hay wsgon and 


four mules down here a week 
ago, and haven't f o u n d 'em 
yet!" 


Another story hag to do with 


the phenomenal growth of corn. 
The corn would grow so fast 
that it would jump into the air, 
fmd pull its roots up with it, 
and then usually would die. 


Fields of corn were reported,* 


though, that lived for quite a 
spell, oven with their roots out 
of the ground, on the climate 
alone. 


Walled off from the rest of 


the country by mountain ranges 
and desert wastes, the ' South- 
land, aa Helen. Hunt Jackson, 
author of "Ramona," once said, 
"is a sort of Island on the land." 


Tills island on tha land is de- 


fined as a sub-region of tha 
Southern California region. 
. 


And the "island on .the land" 


is a coastal strip of land, a "land 
of the sundown sea," a subrre- 
gion geographically remote from 
the rest of the country, a laiid 
we call the Southland — jewel 
by the sea.

LYNWOOD 


J. is written about the 


chinchilla farms of South- 


ern California. Little is known 
about the mink farms, fully as 
interesting and fully as thriv- 
ing. 


. Each day these farms are vis- 
ited 
by mink coat-conscious 


women and others who learn 
first-hand about the little ani- 
mals who grow the fur for the 
fabulous coats. 


Among the mink ranchers is 


C. A. Labhart, 3147 Banning 
Ave. Labhart's venture in mink 
raising began eight years ago 
and within a few years he had 
85 females and was concentrat- 
ing on white mink. Then, real- 
izing that the satiny deep-choco- 
late toned skins are still the 
favorite 
of mink lovers, he 


switched to the variety known 
as "natural darks." 


By specializing in this one 


variety he can produce a bun- 
dle of 200 to 300 matched pelts 
—a number sufficient for three 
to four full-length coats. Some 
persona, according to Labhart, 
visit the mink farms to choose 
the animals whose pelts they 
wish made into stoles, capes'or 
coats. By this method, he says, 
it is possible to save money, 
choose exactly the quality and 
shades desired, and at the same 
time get custom-made apparel. 


SOME of the ranchers in 


near-by communities prefer to 
raise 
10 or more varieties. 


Among 
the strains are the 


standards, almost jet 
black; 


half-bloods 
called 
starlights; 


pastels which have a lovely 
tawny shade; breath-of-spring, 
reddish 
brown 
with 
white 


breast mottling; pale gray plat- 
inum; black and whites; and the 
deluxe model of the mink fam- 
ily 
known as sapphire. An 


ethereal silver gray-blue, there 
is only one coat of the latter 
variety in existence at the pres- 
ent time. AH of these colors 
have been developed through 
cross breeding, one of the pur- 
poses of raising so many varie- 
ties being that a permanent

strain may become fixed to pro- 
duce that sought-after rarity, a 
new mutant. 


All these r e f e r e n c e s to 


"ranches" 
and "ranchers" 


might lead one unacquainted 
with mink r a i s i n g to believe 
that a large amount of ground 
is necessary to raise the ani- 
mals. Such is not the case, how- 
ever, fQr the largest farm in the 
state covers only five acres, and 
Labhart's attractive place with 
its brick-trimmed ranch style 
home is situated on only an acre 
of ground. The production of 
mink -pelts, once relegated to 
the backwoods ,trapper, is now 
going on all over Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


The q u a l i t y of ranch-bred 


pelts versus those trapped in 
the wild state is ever a contro- 
versial subject, says Labhart. 
Wild mink 
are semi-aquatic, 


living almost exclusively on 
fish. I-abhart, like most of the 
growers, has found that a com- 
bination of fish, horse meat and 
cereal, either fresh or frozen, 


is adequate in every respect to 
supply a well r o u n d e d diet 
which will keep the animals 
healthy and grow top quality 
pelts. 


CALIFORNIA, especially the 


Southland, provides near-per- 
fect conditions for mink farm- 
ing. 
The mild weather makes 


housing and caring for them, 
comparatively 
simple and al- 


lows them to be kept in par- 
tially covered wire cages, raised 
a few feet above the ground, 
the year a r o u n d . When the 
thermometer 
drops 
to near 


freezing, the ranchers know a 
heavy undercoating of fur will 
result. Too, the Indian summer 
weather experienced here just 
as the skins are reaching their 
prime is balmy enough to pre- 
vent harmful singeing. 


By November, after months 


of meticulous care, the mink are 
"prime" .. . they are supple and 
glisten in the sunlight. 
They 


are at their loveliest and readjf 
to be sacrificed to the cause 01 
vanity and the whim of fashion.

Fermin, cm extreme point of Son Pedro Bay, was 
named ior Faiher Fermin Francisco de Lasuen. 


revolts and disagreements be- 
tween government authorities, 
Father Lasuen proved himself 
an able and popular administra- 
tor. 


Upon the death of Father Ser- 


ra in 1784, Padre Lasuen becnmo 
father-president of the mission 
chain, then numbering nine out- 
posts. 
He proceeded to found 


the missions of Santa Barbara, 
La Purisima Conccpcion, Snnta 
Cruz, Soledad, San Jose, San 
Juan Bautista, San Miguel, San 
Fernando Roy and San Luis Key. 


A l t h o u g h his headquarters 


wore at San Carlos in Monterey, 
he was gone most of the time, 
making trips over crude paths 
up and down the 500-mile coast- 
line, eventually placing the mis- 
sion chain on a sound footing. 


Throughout his stay in Cali- 


fornia, he served without pay, 
receiving only alms shared by 
fellow Franciscans. He died in 
1803 at Mission San Carlos at 
the age of 83. 


Although overshadowed his- 


torically by the volumes written 
on Padre Junipero Scrra, La- 
suen was among the most vital 
forces in the orderly develop- 
ment of California and without 
him Spanish efforts here might 
have failed.

L o n g Beach, Lakewood, Dow- 
ney, Carmclitbs and Signal Hill, 
the Visiting Nurse Service, 921 
Pacific Ave., g i v e s invaluable 
bedside care in homes. The Vis- 
iting Nurse Service is an agency 
of the Community Chest, which 
in October will have its annual 
campaign for funds. 


Miss Mabel Crossley, director, 


heads the staff of five regis- 
tered nurses, all of whom have 
had special uni- 
versity training in 
public health. The 
nurses work five 
days a week, 
averaging 10 to 12 
calls a day. 


In the homes they give baths 


to patients, give treatments in- 
cluding hypodermics, work out 
diets, help rehabilitate the pa- 
tient and teach the family how 
to care for him. A S3 charge is 
made for each visit. If the pa- 
tient can pay — fine. 
If he 


can't, perhaps he can pay part 
of it. 
But he gets the same 


service if he can pay nothing. 


Explains Miss Crossley: "The 


visiting n u r s e helps families 
carry out medical directions and

instructs them how to care for 
the ill person, and how to pre- 
vent future illness. 


"She teaches infant care to 


young mothers before their ba- 
bies are born or afterwards. 
She counsels on problems direct- 
ly related to the physical and 
mental health of all age groups. 


"The Visiting Nurse Service 


is an economical form of nurs- 
ing. 
The visiting nurse stays 


in a home long enough to carry 
out the physician's orders and 
give needed care and instruc- 
tion. In this way a number of 
families can share the services 
of one nurse in a single day. 


"Visiting Nurse Service is for 


everyone in the community. The 
nurse responds to every call but 
gives skilled nursing care only 
if a regularly licensed physician 
is in charge. The nurse carries 
her own equipment but does not 
supply medicines or dressings. 


"GENERAL, NURSING c a r e 


can be given on the verbal order 
of the physician, but a written, 
signed order by the physician is 
required for hypodermic therapy 
and complicated dressings." 


Three-fourths of the patients 


cared for by the visiting nurses 
are elderly, says Miss Crossley. 
About 10 per cent are young 
mothers and babies. The nurses 
work in close co-operation with 
the Veterans Bureau, American 
Cancer Society and Tuberculo- 
sis Association. 


Among the p a t i e n t s being 


cared for now are two elderly 
sisters who live together. 
One 


sister is blind, the other has 
just lost a foot. Another is a 
young war veteran, an arthritis 
victim who s p e n d s days and 
nights on his back on a reclin- 
ing wheel chair.

The small entry liall has been 


hung with a series of miniatures 
framed in baroque gilt frames. 
The tiny pictures are hung in 
rows on wine velvet ribbon that, 
in combination with the gold, 
contrives to create an impor- 
tant note of richness opposite 
the front door. 


A delightful deviation from 


the "small house rule-of-thumb" 
is the fact that the Coopers' 
dining .room is a room in itself, 
completely separate from the 
living room. The entry, with 
its dropped ceiling, divides the 
two.

Plants That My Hot Winds 


By Bob Gilmore 


"K'VERY yeai' liot winds cause 
•^ a tremendous a m o u n t o£ 
plant damage throughout Soutli- 
em California. Heat alone is 
bad enough but when accompa- 
nied by a blast of wind, then 
your ornamentals are sure to 
suffer. 
Nor will water alone 


solve the problem. .. One solu- 
tion is to emphasize those sub- 
jects capable of tolerating hot 
winds. 


One or our most aggressive 


growing sun lovers is plumbago 
capenesis. It is also one of the 
real camels of the plant world, 
thriving for a lengthy period 
with very little moisture. This 
is.the blue cape plumbago that 
is extensively used throughout 
the Southland as a semi-climb- 
ing shrub. The growth is a bit 
wild but careful pruning should 
keep the plant in good appear- 
ance. 
The flowers are azure 


blue and look very much like the 
phlox. 'As the florets mature 
they turn from blue to a whit- 
ish hue. The plumbago grows to 
about six feet. 


Gerberas, being n a t i v e s of 


South Africa, are very much at 
home in Southern California. 
They can take hot w i n d s in 
stride. This is another sun lov- 
er and is frequently referred to 
as the African daisy but per- 
haps more c o r r e c t l y as the 
Transvaal daisy. 
The flowers 


are splendid for indoor decora- 
tion, lasting for days after be- 
ing cut. 
Colors range through 


shades of pink, scarlet, crim- 
son, yellow and orange. 


Japanese privet, known bo- 


tanically as ligustrum lucidum, 
has an aggressive growing habit 
and amazingly enough, will do 
well even in the desert. So 
don't w o r r y about its health 
during the. hot, windy periods. 
The plant Is widely used as a 
hedge, its growth being com- 
pact and dense. 


THE TEOATE CYPRKSS, 


similar to the Monterey cypress 
but far better for most land- 
scape uses, grows rapidly and 
e n j o y s great popularity as a 
windbreak. It likes an open ex- 
posure and demands practically 
no attention. The plant is more 
resistant to fungus and borers 
than related varieties and in 
many localities seems to grow 
b-etter. The plants attain a 
height of from 15 to 20 feet at 
maturity. The foliage is silvery 


-green. 


Tamarix parviflora is another 


wind-resistant s u b j e c t . It is 
often used for windbreak pur- 
poses. The bark is an interest- 
ing shade of red and the fo- 
liage is needle-like. 
In spring 


ami summer medium-pink flow- 
ers cover the plant. 


Portulaca, a native of Brazil, 


is another heat-enduring sub- 
ject. This plant is used mainly 
for ground covering purposes. 
The flowers are especially gay 
in tone, including shades of 
w h i t e, pink, yellow, red a n d 
purple. 


Other subjects capable of tol- 


erating a lot of abuse from sun 
and w i n d include hclianthus, 
coreopsis, gazania, statice, saVvla 
splcridens, nicotians, rlrus, fre- 
rnontia californica, salpiglossus, 
mesembryanthemum, aloe, agave 
and prunus integrifolia.

guitar in irritation and glared at 
the lead tenor, a rapist with sa 
velvety voice.

men's shoe—and a slip-on. No- 
body knows for sure when or 
where it started -except that it 
did have its origin centuries ago. 


Then, back 
about 1905 it 


sprang into renewed popularity 
as a men's dancing shoe, was 
soon adopted by the women, 
and now belongs almost wholly 
to thorn. But it was originally 
one of the men's slip-ons. 


The D'Orsay pump, created by 


French 
Count D'Orsay more 


than a hundred years ago as a 
men's slip-on shoe, was also 
adopted by the women. 


The gore shoe, also over 100 


years old, was a slip-on shoe in- 
vented by an Englishman, J. 
Sparkes Hall, as a woman's 
shoe. 
This, 
basically, is the 


men's slip-on shoe of today— 
with goring on the side or in- 
step. 
The recent rise of the men's 


slip-on 
type shoes 
has 
been 


spectacular. The gore types, be- 
cause of the elaslicized portion, 
gives a smart,' gloved fit around

In the field of glint 
and glitter bronze is a smart re- 
vival, used alone or in combina- 
tion with fabric or leather.

Young, Old 
Favor Suede 


If you go way back, before the 


war, you'll recall that the suede 
shoe season was very short. It 
was chiefly a fall shoe, in fash- 
ion a few short months. And 
strictly a woman's shoe. 


But look what's happened! 


Today suede or brushed leather 
shoes are not only a year-round 
fashion, but these shoes are 
worn by men and children as 
well as by the women.

to give the leather a nap. When 
the leather has lost its smooth 
surface to become a napped sur- 
face, it is then suede (also 
known by such other names as 
brushed, ooze or puffed), leather. 


The leather makers have de- 


veloped techniques w h e r e b y 
suede can be made in strikingly 
beautiful colors which, when 
combined with the brushed tex- 
ture of the leather, creates truly 
exquisite shoes-^which is per- 
haps the main reason why just 
about no modern wardrobe is 
complete without one or more 
pairs of suede shoes.
